The most precious gift in the 
universe is Jesus Christ, Whom 
Simeon recognized in Luke 2:30 as 
THY SALVATION, i.e., God's 
salvation for mankind.

There are 26 occurrences of the 
phrase “thy salvation” in the Old 
Testament and 1 in the New 
Testament in Luke 2:30...

Though David 
had sinned horribly, committing adultery and murder, he knew in his heart that 
salvation was strictly in the hands of God. David did not depend upon his own self- 
righteousness to merit him Heaven, God forbid. David trusted in God's salvation, 
i.e., in THY SALVATION.
